I often wonder why It Is that In so 
many beautiful homes, where wood- I

can be beautiful, too, and they should 
be. The exquisitely curving stair- 
rail seen In many old colonial houeee 
Is often one of the finest features of

Inside they lowered ceilings and 
beamed them, changed floor levels, 
hung pictures from old picture hooka 
with tassels attached, and generally 
added a year a day to the apparent 
l»ost of the house. But the best thing 
of all was when they took away the 
bright red cherry stair rail, chunky 
and heavy, and replaced It with a 
delicately curving affair of grilled 
iron work, in rough, antique finish. 
No. not antique at all—bought at a 
shop where reproductions are sold; 
but the air of ancient charm that It 
gave the hall you would have to see 
to appreciate!

Dr. P. J. Nicholson, chairman of 
the Vancouver Mchool Board, hus re¬ 
plied to the comment of Hupertnten- 
dent of Induration H. J. Willis, on the 
proposed adugationai survey. Mr. 
Willis's remarks were published In 
The Times last week. Dr. .Nicholson 
says: — 

“Mr. Willis states 'there are at 
least two different groups asking for 
a survey- one seeking to Improve 
the educational system, at the cost 
of greater expenditure; thn. 'C&her 
■eeking a lessened expenditure and 
to narrow the field of public educa¬ 
tion.* 

“Those who are advocating this 
survey from an educational stand¬ 
point." continued l>r. Nicholson, "arc 
divided into no such groups. They 
do not wish greater expenditure, 
neither do they wish to contract or 
narrow the system by lessening the 
expenditure. But they do wish to 
improve the system by placing It up¬ 
on An up-to-date basis; they Teel 
that the money actually saved In thia 
process will more than pay for ths 
reforma and changes indicated by a 
commission. They rlalip that the 
money now spent is not spent to the 
best advantage.
